SCHOOL  TO  OBSERVE 

ALUMNI  DAY  MAY  TENTH 


Saturday,  May  10,  has  been  selected  this 
year  for  the  observance  of  the  annual  Alumni 
Day.

Dean  Wicks  reminded  us  that  we  all  face 
the  difficulty  of  living  two  lives  at  once.  One 
life  is  based  on  the  question  "What  do  I 
want?",  the  other  upon  the  question  "What 
am  I  for?"  The  manner  in  which  a  civiliza- 
tion as  a  whole  and  its  members  individually 
divide  their  attention  between  these  two 
questions  is  one  of  the  deciding  factors  in 
the  ultimate  fate  of  that  civilization.  The 
ideal  course  is  to  concentrate  on  finding  out 
what  we  are  for,  and  then  fulfilling  the  pur- 
pose indicated.

Mr.  Fiske  suggested  that  the  choices  we 
make  are  among  our  most  important  ac- 
tivities. The  thing  that  chiefly  differentiates 
man  from  the  lower  animals  is  his  ability  to 
make  choices.  The  most  important  things  in 
our  lives  are  not  decided  by  fate  or  heredity; 
they  are  decided  by  our  reactions  to  chang- 
ing circumstances  and  these  reactions  are 
formed  or  developed  by  habits,  thoughts, 
and  emotions.

Dr.  Hitchen  spoke  of  the  message  which 
each  one  of  us,  whether  he  wishes  to  or  not, 
leaves  for  future  generations.  Our  only 
choice  in  the  matter  is  the  kind  of  mes- 
sage we  want  to  leave.  It  is  our  duty 
and  obligation  to  future  generations  to  lead 
lives  which  leave  messsages  of  hope  and  in- 
spiration, of  faith  and  good  fellowship  to 
those  who  come  after  us. 


Dr.  Barstow  discussed  the  words  "Out  of 
darkness,  I  hope  for  light"  which  he  found 
on  the  tombstone  of  a  Danish  gentleman.  He 
told  how  the  churches  of  a  still  hungry 
Holland  have  sent  not  only  their  forgive- 
ness but  gifts  of  food  to  their  recent  enemies 
the  Germans.  While  travelling  in  Denmark, 
he  said,  he  had  met  a  young  leader  of  the 
Danish  resistance  movement  who  is  now  go- 
ing to  devote  his  life  to  ministry  among  the 
Germans  whose  Gestapo  twice  tortured  him.

Mr.  Speers  urged  the  necessity  of  de- 
veloping principles  to  guide  our  actions  and 
then  not  making  exceptions  when  temptation 
arises.  We  all  have  the  opportunity  to  help 
the  'best'  life  to  win  in  this  world,  but  some- 
times it  is  easier  to  help  this  side  lose.  Each 
of  us  is  obligated  to  accept  responsibilities, 
not  pass  the  buck  to  someone  else.

Mr.  Perry  spoke  of  the  various  levels  of 
emotional  experience  on  which  it  is  possible 
for  us  to  live.  He  defined  maturity  as  pro- 
gress from  petty  greed  and  lust  into  a  rela- 
tive selflessness.  This  need  not  mean  as- 
ceticism. It  means,  rather,  the  capacity  to 
feel  intensely.  If  our  minds  dwell  continually 
on  shallow,  superficial  things,  we  cannot 
hope  to  gain  real  depth  of  emotional  and 
spiritual  stability.

Mr.  Pieters  urged  the  necessity  for  widen- 
ing our  horizons,  getting  out  of  the  rut.  Life 
offers  many  ruts;  occupation,  environment, 
personal  disabilities.  The  great  men  of  all 
history,  however,  have  been  those  who  could 
climb  out  of  their  ruts  at  will  and  reach  out 
to  new  and  wider  horizons.  We  have  in  us  the 
power  to  do  this  also.

DEBATES  WEATHER  SPORTS 


At  evening  meeting  on  March  5  a  New 
England  Town  Meeting  was  held  to  discuss 
two  popular  topics.  The  first  subject  dis- 
cussed was:  "Resolved,  that  New  England 
provides  the  most  advantages  for  the  out- 
door man";  and  second  topic  for  debate  was: 
"Resolved,  that  baseball  is  a  better  specta- 
tor sport  than  basketball".  Mr.  Maxson, 
chosen  moderator  by  popular  vote  of  the 
students,  introduced  Charles  McLaughlin 
who  summarized  the  case  for  New  England's 
climate,  and  Phillip  Saxe  who  spoke  on  the 
topic  of  basketball  and  baseball  as  spectator 
sports. 

Both  topics  brought  forth  hot  discussions 
from  the  assembled  throng.  Representatives 
of  East,  South,  West  and  North  vied  in  ex- 
tolling the  merits  of  their  respective  places 
of  origin  as  ideal  for  the  outdoor  man,  and 
debate  on  the  relative  merits  of  baseball  and 
basketball  was  no  less  heated.  When  the  vote 
was  taken  New  England  and  baseball  each 
won  by  a  close  decision.  The  vote  on  the  last 
topic  actually  ended  in  a  tie  which  was 
broken  when  the  moderator  tipped  the 
balance  in  favor  of  baseball.

FIRST  ISSUE  OF  ALUMNI 

BULLETIN  PUBLISHED 


At  the  request  of  the  Academy's  alumni, 
a  new  publication  has  appeared  entitled 
1 A  Bulletin  for  the  Alumni1 '.  Among  those 
alumni  who  were  particularly  interested  in 
forwarding  plans  for  the  new  publication 
were  John  Newman  '39  and  John  English 
'28.  Mr.  Richard  D.  King,  a  new  member  of 
the  faculty,  has  been  named  editor. 

The  first  issue  of  the  Bulletin  went  into  the 
mails  on  April  18  and  was  distributed  to 
about  1500  former  Governors  all  over  this 
country,  as  well  as  abroad.  This  issue  con- 
tained fourteen  pages  of  news  and  pictures 
and  featured  an  article  called  'From  the 
Balcony'  in  which  'Buster'  Navins  described 
some  of  the  Academy's  outstanding  basket- 
ball   teams    and    players    of    recent    years.

The  fourth  concert  of  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer Glee  Club's  current  season  took  place 
at  the  Waynflete  School,  Portland,  on 
March  1.  The  Academy's  singers  were  en- 
tertained in  the  homes  of  the  Waynflete 
students  for  lunch  and  afterwards  enjoyed 
a  tea  dance  at  the  school.  The  combined 
concert  took  place  in  the  evening  with  a 
large  crowd  in  attendance. 

On  Saturday,  April  5,  the  Glee  Club 
travelled  to  Worcester  to  present  a  program 
with  the  girls  of  the  Bancroft  School  of  that 
city.  The  Governors  were  entertained  at  a 
supper  dance  by  the  Bancroft  girls  and  the 
evening  concert  took  place  in  the  Parish 
House  of  the  First  Unitarian  Church  before 
a  large  audience  of  parents  and  friends  of 
both  schools. 

On  April  26  the  girls  of  the  Walnut  Hill 
School's  Glee  Club  came  to  Governor  Dum- 
mer for  the  combined  concert  presented  an- 
nually by  these  schools.  Rehearsal  for  the 
concert  occupied  the  latter  part  of  the  after- 
noon, and  the  members  of  the  two  clubs  then 
proceeded  to  the  dining  room  for  dinner. 
The  concert  began  at  8  o'clock  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  dancing  to  the  music  of  Joe 
Sullivan  and  his  orchestra  until  11:00. 

Among  the  combined  numbers  sung  on 
these  three  occasions  were  the  following:

The  Meistersingers,  a  group  of  twelve 
boys  chosen  from  the  regular  Glee  Club,  have 
made  several  public  appearances  this  season, 
their  latest  at  a  minstrel  show  conducted  by 
the  Ipswich  Men's  Club  at  Ipswich  on  April 
18.  Included  in  the  Meistersingers'  reper- 
toire are  the  following  songs:  'Summertime' 
by  Gershwin,  'Oklahoma'  by  Rodgers,  'Dry 
Bones'  arranged  by  Gearhart,  and  '  The  Ole 
Ark's  A-moverin' ,  a  negro  spiritual. 

The  Governors  will  sing  in  a  benefit  per- 
formance for  the  First  Universalist  Church 
of  Haverhill  on  May  9,  and  their  last  two 
concerts  of  the  season  will  take  place  on 
Alumni  Day,  May  10,  and  at  the  Commence- 
ment Exercises,  May  30.

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EDITORIAL 

Perhaps  the  most  agreeable  and  colorful 
time  for  school  athletics  is  the  spring.  Not 
only  is  the  weather  pleasant  but  the  spring 
sports  themselves  are  varied  and  interesting. 

The  Governors  have  had  their  share  of 
fine  ball  teams,  for  many  years  under  the 
coaching  of  Mr.  Eames  who  played  first  base 
at  Amherst,  and  now  under  the  guidance  of 
Mr.  Navins  who  was  captain  of  his  team  at 
Williams  College.  Two  of  the  finest  players 
the  school  has  ever  turned  out  were  Ed 
Donnelly  '37  and  Mickey  Walker  '32.  Ed 
earned  a  brilliant  record  here  and  went  on 
to  captain  the  Colgate  team.  Mickey,  con- 
sidered by  many  observers  the  finest  athlete 
Governor  Dummer  has  ever  had,  became  a 
stellar  performer  with  the  Brown  University 
and  Catholic  University  teams. 

The  Academy  has  had  many  outstanding 
track  teams,  too,  including  individual  per- 


formers of  great  ability,  under  the  able 
coaching  of  Mr.  Sager  whose  personal  ex- 
perience in  track  was  climaxed  by  his  ap- 
pearance in  the  1928  Olympics.  Niles  Per- 
kins '38,  chalked  up  several  records  and 
reached  48'  6"  in  the  shotput,  a  mark 
which  has  yet  to  be  bettered.  In  1939  he  was 
selected  for  the  Ail-American  track  team. 
Perhaps  the  best  all-round  track  man  of  re- 
cent years  was  Nick  Martin  '43,  who  won 
several  events  in  the  New  England  Inter- 
scholastic  Track  Meet  at  Andover  and  cap- 
tained an  outstanding  team.  He  went  on  to 
Yale  University  and  won  the  mile  run  in  his 
freshman   year  in   the  Yale-Harvard   meet. 

In  recent  years  lacrosse  has  earned  a  firm 
place  in  school  athletic  schedules,  particu- 
larly at  Governor  Dummer  where  it  has  the 
good  fortune  to  be  coached  by  one  of  its 
early  sponsors  as  an  interschool  sport  in  the 
East.  Mr.  Murphy  brought  the  game  with 
him  from  Canada,  played  on  the  Harvard 
team,  and  is  now  a  member  of  the  Boston 
Lacrosse  Club,  an  aggregation  of  former 
collegiate  stars  who  foster  interest  in  the 
game  among  reluctant  schools.  Russ  Simons 
'38,  also  had  a  large  share  in  getting  lacrosse 
started  at  the  Academy,  and  Ed  Sheffield, 
'40,  made  the  All-New  England  scholastic 
team  for  two  consecutive  years  and  went  on 
to  play  at  Williams  College. 

With  equipment  expanded  and  in  better 
shape  than  ever  before,  with  larger  squads  in 
all  sports,  and  with  the  fine  coaching  the 
school  provides,  there  is  every  reason  to  hope 
for  a  fine  showing  in  athletic  competition 
this  season.  f.R.W.
